MOSCOW, Sept. 1.—The 
ecumeni- 


cal congress of the Orthodox church, 
which Is "empowered to reform 
the 


church within limitations prescribed 
by holy writ nnd 
by 
tho 
dogmas, 


canons and traditions of the church" 
held Its ilrst business session today. 
The congress IB expected to sit con- 
tinuously for two months, complet- 
ing labors before the convention 
of 


tho constituent assembly 
to 
which 


body the proposals of the congress for 
the future inter-relations of church 
and state will be submitted for con- 
firmation- 


Within the next few flays there will 


be laid before the congress a large 
number of 
reform 
bills, 
prepared 


since the revolution by M. Lvoff who 
recently retired as procurator of the 
Holy Synod and all of which had been 
given provisional 
sanction 
by 
the 


synod- 


The underlying principle of the re- 


form is that the church, 
while 
re- 


maining established and closely linked 
with the state, will be entirely auton- 
omous. 
This is in accord with the 


vote of a conference of 
clergy 
and 


laity which met here early in the sum- 
mer. 
The church as heretofore, will 


receive monetary support 
from 
the 


state, the church property where not 
managed for profit making 
purposes 


will be free from taxation, the clergy 
will be absolved 
from military 
ser- 


vice ajid the departmens of state will 
observe the church holidays. 


In 
relation 
to 
the 
family 
the 


church will retain its present priori- 
ty and official position. Its registers 
of births, marriages and deaths will be 
legally valid, its divorce decrees will 
hold good and it can consecrate 
a 


marriage in which at least one of the 
parties is Orthodox. 


Another reform ready for submis- 


sion regulates 
ecclesiastical 
juridic- 


tion- 
Another project is for the re- 


organization of parishes while another 
regulates the ownership and admin- 
istration of church property. 


Another bill is for the reform of 


monastery and church 
services 
and 


provides for 
the 
establishment 
of 


monastery libraries, for 
the 
higher 


education of monks and for monastic 
missionary work. 
The training col- 


leges for priests are placed on the 
same 
level 
as -secular 
secondary 


schools, and the same 
standard 
of 


general education will 
be 
required 


from candidates for the priesthood- 


Present expectations 
are that the 


reform 
movement 
will 
reach 
its 


height by the revival of the all-Rus- 
sian 
Orthodox 
patriarchate, 
which 


has been in abeyance since the days 
of Peter the Great. The greatest in- 
terest is diiiplaycd in the proceedings 
of the congress and hope is expressed 
that the reformed and re-spiritualized 
church will operate as a 
stabilizing 


Influence, as a magnet attracting and

When H was announced at noon Fri- 


day that the employes of the mechani- 
cal department were to strike at 2 
o'clock the management authorized the 
following: statement: 


On April 21, 1917. the Boston & Maine 


railroad after negotiations with their 
men employed in the mechanical de- 
partment, granted an increase in wages 
of 2 cents per hour, or approximately 
$235,000 per year, retro-active to Jan. 
1, 1917. 


On the ninth day of July a commit- 


tee representing employes in the same 
department served notice on the rail- 
road that they desired to take up at. 
the end of 30 (30) days the question 
of 
a further 
Increase 
In wages 
of 


ci^ht (Sc.) per hour or approximately 
•U'OO.OOO per year. 
The management 


mut the committee of the men on the 
eighth day of August and discussed 
the matter. 


They met again on the 15th of Au- 
gust at which time it was explained 
fully that the road was in the hands of 
the court, and that the management 
could not justify a further increase in 
expenses; that the rates paid on the 
Boston & Maine railroad were higher 
than the rates i>aid by any other New 
England line or adjoining road, ex- 
cepting one. 
Following this a strike 


ballot was prepared and taken, and on 
Aug. 23 the committee requested a con- 
ference in order that they might state 
the result of the ballot. 
On Aug. 27 the spokesman for the 


men announced the ballot was largely 
in favor of striking, and it was stated 
that the men would leave the service 
at 10 a. m. Aug. 30 unless the railroad 
acceded to the demands. At this meet- 
ing 
the management reiterated what 
was said at the previous meeting, and 
keeping in mind all of the facts and 
circumstances it was forced to refuse 
an increase, but inasmuch as the men 
refused to withdraw their request it 
was then suggested that the good of- 
fices of the department of labor at 
Washington 
be 
solicited. 
This was 
agreed to and a representative of the 
department arrived 
the morning of 


August 2S. 
On arrival of this media- 


tor, a joint conference was held at 
which all of the, facts were gone over. 
This was on the morning of the 2'Jth 
of August, nnd it was brought out that 
effective June 1st of this year the Kew 
Haven railroad made a settlement with 
its men in the mechanical department 
through the o dices of a federal media- 
tor 
for an increase of 3 cents pe-r 


hour, to be effective for one year, ami 
it seerned unreasonable that the Bos- 
ton & Maine men should come forwarJ 
less than six (G) weeks Inter, with the 
demand *?or an increase of S cents per 
hour, when all other roan's in 7\e\v 
England and adjoining territory paid 
a lower rate than tbe Boston & Maine 
is now paying". 
The committee admit- 


ted that it was unfortunate that tin 
Boston & Maine happened to be the 
first New England roan upon which 
this large demand was made, but that, 
no doubt, the same demands would bo 
made on other roads, therefore they 
saw no reason why they should not 
go along with the matter at this tune. 


The 3 rents per hour increase which 


the New Haven agreed lo with its men 
brought the: Xcw Haven rate a little 
in excess of the Boston &. Maine rate,

LONDON, Aug. 31.—(Delayed)—Im- 
portant revelations -\vhioh form a val- 
uable chapter in the history of Brit- 
ish and German negotiations 
during 


the ciprht years before the war will 
be published by the Manchester Guar- 
dian Saturday. 
The reve la Lions are 


a detailed account of tho .negotiations 
which Richard Burdon Haldane (now 
Viscount Haldane) then secretary for 
war conducted with Emperor William, 
Dr. von BeLhmann-HolHvog, the Ger- 
man imperial chancellor, Admiral von 
Tirpita, minister of the German navy 
and other German leaders, including 
striking conversations. 
Haldane was the, foremost student 
of Germany among- the British public 
men and his earner has been a storm 
center since the war, the gist of the 
attacks on him being based on a charge 
that he knew of Germany's designs but 
had reassured hJs fellow countrymen 
that all was well, and his statement 
that "Germany ia my spiritual hdme." 
The Guardian prefaces the article 
with the following: 
"We hold no brief for Lord Haldane. 
Indeed, on the whole question of secret 
diplomacy—a diplomacy so secret that 
its workings in even very vital par- 
ticulars are not a'lwaya known beyond 
the bounds of ah Inner cabinet-—wo 
hold a view quite different from that 
which he and too many statesmen 
ho.vo been accustomed to act upon," 
Haldane 
visitejd Germany in Sep- 
tember, 1906, as minister of -war. He 
was working in close connection with 
Kir Edward Grey (then foreign minis- 
ter.) 
He took part first In conversa- 
tions with the .French general staff. 
The Idea of those conversations was 
if Germany attacked France 
Great 
Britain should be prnpared to give mil- 
itary assistance and help hold the fron- 
tier opposite Belgium.

be published by the Manchester Guai 
dfan Saturday. 
The revelations are 


a detailed account of the negotiations 
which Richard Burdon Haldane (now 
Viscount Haldane_) then secretary for 
war conducted with 13mperor William, 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg. the Ger- 
man imperial chancellor, Admiral von 
Tirpitx, minister 'of the German navy 
and other Gorman leaders, including 
striking conversations. 
'~ 
Haldnne was the foremost student 


of Germany among the British public 
men and his career h'as been a storm 
center since the war. the gist of the 
attacks on him being based on a charge 
that h'e knew of Germany's designs but 
had reassured his fellow countrymen 
that all was well, and his statement 
that "Germany is my spiritual home." 
The Guardian prefaces the article 
with the following: 
"We hold no brief for .Lord Haldane. 
Indeed, on the whole question of secret 
diplomacy—a diplomacy so secret that 
its workings in even very vital par- 
ticulars are not always known beyond 
the bounds of an inner cabinet—wo 
hold a view quite different from that- 
which he and too many statesmen 
have boon accustomed to act upon."
